WARTO DEATH. 


Montana and Wyoming Horse- 
thieves to Be Exterminated.

One Thousand Head of Stolen Stock in 
Their Possession. 


RANCHMEN AND OFFICERS IN PURSUIT 
OF THE MARAUDERS. 


A Member of the Eand Found Riddled 
With Bullets—Pinkerton Detectives 
Employed in the Chase—Red Career of 
a North Carolina Desperado—An Un- 
provoked Murder—An Old Man Shot— 
Criminal News. 


HELENA, Mont., April 8.—The first results 
of the war looking to the extermination of 
horsethieves in Eastern Montana and Wyom- 
ing came to light yesterday, when the body 
ofamanwas found on Alkali Creek, about 
ten miles from Billings. He had been shot 
through the head and had been dead several 
days. The man has not been identified, but 
is supposed tobe a Wyoming ‘‘rustier’’ en 
route toCanada. Two other men, suspected 
of being in communication with horse- 
thieves, have mysteriously disappeared with- 
in the past few days. 

Two parties are now after the rustlers, who 
are located at the Jackson Hole in Wyoming, 
with a thousand stolen horses intheir pos- 
session. <A party of fifteen, all frontier and 
mountain men, under the leadership of 
Sim Roberts, left Big Timber, 
in Eastern Montana, for Jackson 
Hole a few daysago. Another party expects 
to reach the north end of the basin under the 
leadership of the Chapman brothers at the 
same time as the first party. Eacn will be 
largely reinforced on its way to the Hole, and 
as every man is determined torid che country 
of rustlers, some interesting reports may 
soon be expected. 

THE CULBERTSON GANG. 

St. PauL, Minn., April 8.—Correspondence 
from Chamberlain, 8.D.,details at length the 
exploits of a band of horse and cattle thieves 
known as the ‘‘Culbertson gang,’’ whd com- 
menced operations in Bon Homme County, 
and were driven from their camp to North- 
western Nebraska, where they resumed oper- 
erations. The band was short- 
lived in that section, and a 
Vigilance committee hunted down and 
disbanded the gang, killing several and driv- 
ing the survivors out of thecountry. Two 
Culbertson brothers escaped and afterward 
went to the Black Hills, where their identity 
was hidden until they were arrested for the 
brutal killing of a friendly Indian named Few 
Tails during the closing days of the Indlan 
disturbance at Pine Ridge, fifteen months 
ago. Althoughthey practically admitted the 
killing, they -were liberated onthe ground 
that war with the Indians existed at that 
time and that the killing was an act of war. 

**Old man’’ Hayt, one of the band who was 
not fully identified with the running off of 
cattle and horses, but who was known to have 
harbored the thieves, was permitted to 
escape with his life. Word has just 
reached Chamberlain that he has returned to 
his old ‘‘stamping grounds’’ in the bluffs 
west of Runningwater, in Bon Homme Coun- 
ty. He reached there the other day after an 
absence of nearly fifteen years, and again 
lives in an old house that was his former 
home. The dwelling is on the east side of the 
Missouri River, directly opposite the town of 
Nobrara, Neb., and is located on the mouth 
of a deep ravine that extends back from the 
Missouri to a distance of twoorthree miles. 
This ravine was a veritable horsethieves’ 
paradise and completely concealed their 
actions. Heisnow qwWte old and has come 
back tothe old home of the desperadoes to 
dle. 

RECRUITS COMING. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., April 8,—Intense excite- 
ment exists here and throughout the sur- 
rounding country over the arrivalat and de- 

arture from Chyenne yesterday of thirty-five 

inkerton detectives who were joined at 
Cheyenne by about fifteen stockmen. The 
party.are armed to the teeth and leftona 
special train for Casper, twenty miles north. 
Casper is in Johnson County, the scene of the 
actions of the ‘‘Rustlers’’ who are said to be 
stealing stock. It is claimed that the Pinker- 
ton party intend to “6 down on the 
**Rustilers’’ and either kill them or drive 
them out of the country. 

Later advices from the party of Pinkertons 
ana cattlemen, who ieft here yesterday in 
search of rustlers, say that the latter and the 
Pinkertons came together near Curtin Mills’ 
ranch at the base of the Big 
Horn Mountain, and that" the cow- 
boys were ordered to surrender, and 
on refusing, were fired upon by the de- 
tectives. The engagement lasted but five 
minutes, when the rustlers galloped away to 
the moutains but were not pursued by the 
Pinkertons, as they are waiting for reinforce- 
ments. Threecattle thieves were killed and 
one, who was injured, was captured. ‘he 
Pinkertons lost two horses in the fight. 


BILL MURPHY. 


ANORTH CAROLINA DESPERADO AND HIS RED 
CAREER. 

Murpny, N. C., April8.—Up in the recesses 
of the Jellico Mountain region a desperado 
named Bill Murphy is terrorizing the people 
of that sparsely settled district. He recently 
killed his brother George for marrying intoa 
family against whom Bill had a grudge. 
The cduse of the dead brother was 


espoused by his brother-in-law,a man named 
Medlin. Onejnight last week Medlin was shot 
dead from ambush. Shortly atter this Biil 
Murphy wenttothe house of aman named 
Baley and demanded lodging tor the night, 
On Baliey hesitating about taking the desper- 
ado in the latter brought his Wlachester into 
piay, shooting Balley in the right shoulder 
and tatally wounding him. Thewhole family 
then fied, leaving the establishment to the 
wild wretch, who seemed determined to take 
allin sight. 

Then Murphy started out on the warpath 
again. He heardthat Ben Martin had been 
criticising his recent conduct. Armed with 
his Winchester, he started out in pursuit of 
Martin, and came upon him at work in his 


**Get ready for your grave,’’ said the des- 

perado, as he spied Martin. ‘‘Fali down on 

our knees and acknowledge that you have 
en lying on me.’’ 

In vain did Martin expostulate. A sharp re- 
portandthe bullet sent through his heart 
finished his course. Murphy deciared to per- 
sons whom he met on the road that be in- 
tended to kill ten men before putting his rifie 
in the rack. The Tellico Mountain region is 
twenty miles from the town of Murphy. 
Cut off from all influences of civilization, ina 
spot never visited by those from the outside 
world, the little neighborliood of a dozen 
families is completely isolated. The Murphys 
have for fifty years held swaythere. HBili’s 
father venturing to this city during the late 
war was seized by those whuse friends he had

ARRESTED FOR ABDUCTION. : 


BRUTAL TREATMENT OF A GIRL IN A VILLIAN’S 
HANDS. 

FORT GAINES, Ga., April8.—Archie Bigbie, 
who a few weeks ago abducted Miss Laura 
Brooks from her home in Clay County under 
promise of marriage and carried her into the 
swamps ofthe Chattahoochie River, where 


she was brutally treated, was arrested here 
yesterday as he stepped off a steamboat. He 
andthe young lady planned an elopement 
and the trusting girl found very soon that 
she was In the clutches of a villainous gcoun- 
drel, who had deliberately planned her ruin. 
Bigbie, it turned out, lived with three dis- 
reputable Se eg in an old tenement 
on the banks of the Chatahoochie, the quar- 
tette purloining the stray stock of farmers for 
subsistence. armer Brooks, the father of 
the girl learned of his daughter’s where- 
abouts, and sent a party to bring her back to 
herhome, After treat g with her captors, 
Allen White, a member of the party, secured 
the release of the girl for a money considera- 
tion, and she was returned to her parents, 
and told the story of her abduction and the 
hardships she had undergone. Bigbie is new 
in jail, and fears of lynching are entertained. 


A FATAL QUARREL. 


ONE MAN A CORPSE AND ANOTHER A PRIS 
ONER. 

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., April 8.—A very dis- 
tressing affair occurred here at an early hour 
this morning. Charles, the oldest son of 
Judge John G, Wear, became involved in a 
quarrel with Ed Lael, a young man working 
for the Iron Mountain Co. as caller. Wear 
drew a revolver and shot Lael 
in the temple, from which he 
died at 7 o’clock. Wear gave himself 


upandisinjail. Heis an ex-railroad man 
farming near here. Both are young married 
men, and the affair has cast a gloom over the 
entire town on-account of the families of 
both parties. If the case is as rumored 
Wear was the aggressive party. He was 
drinking at the time, and is ina fair way for 
severe punishment. 


DARING BURGLARY. 

ROLLA, Mo., April8.—A most daring burg- 
lary occurred last night in this city, in which 
the general merchandise store of A. 8S. Long 
wasthe sufferer. The thieves entered the 
store by breaking a large pane of glass in the 
Pine street door entrance. No effort was 
made to crack the safe, but a large quantity 
of goods were taken. The work is supposed 
to have been performed by local thieves or 
tramps. They appeared to have taken their 
time, as they overhauled much of the stock 
before departing. 

GRAVE ROBBERS AT WORK. , 

HOPKINSVILLE, Ky., April 6.—A case of 
grave robbery that has created great excite- 
ment inthe neighborhood is reportéd from 
Fairview, a village eastofthiscity. Edward 
Hoy, a youth who died ten years ago, 
was buriedin acountry graveyard near there.

THE CRUSADE CHILLED. 


Dr. Farkhurst’s Testimeny Failed to Con- 
vince a New York Jury. 

New YorkK, April 8.—The Rev. Dr. Park- 
hurst’s crusade on the evil resorts in the ten- 
derloin district has received a chill. As stated 
an effort is being made to dispossess the 
Adams woman of the premisesin which the 


lewd scenes recounted by the clergyman and 
his friends in court were witnessed 

The case was tried before a jury of six men. 
Mrs. ACams c:atmed that the periormances 
described by Mr. Parkhurst were arranged 
beforehand by the detective who accom- 
panied the crusaders, and that she was not 
responsible forit. ‘The jury failed to agree 
upon averdict and were discharged. They 
stood four for Mrs, Adamsand two forthe 
landlord, who was seeking to dispossess her. 

Inaninterview with a newspaper repre- 
sentative Dr. Parkhurst is quoted as saying 
that his life has been threatened if he per- 
sists inthe crusade which he Nas pushed 
with such relentless vigor. He has been in- 
formed of his prospective fate through 
anonymous letters, but those which mean 
business are evidently written by one per- 
son. 

Dr. Parkhurst is afraid that he will be 
killed on the streetat night. ‘The letters are 
all written on one Kind of stationery and in 
the same handwriting. They are also mailed 
at the same postal station. The cbirography, 
which is evidently disguised, is thought to be 
that of an educated person. 

He said when asked for permission to pub- 
lish the letters: 

‘*I may let you see them after awhile, but 
notnow. I have not consulted the police, 
but lam not surprised that threats should be 
made. Most of the letters are probably writ- 
ten by cranks, but those evidently from one 
source may be in earnest. I have not seen 
evidence of even one attempt to carry out the 
threats. 1 preferto let this matter entirely 
drop, and donot expectto be harmed tn the 
course of the discharge of my duties.’’

VEILED DISLOYALTY 


Charges Bandied in the Dominion House 
of Commons. 
DISTINCT EFFORT TO CUT LOOSE FROM 
BRITISH CONTROL. 


A Heated Discussion Engendered Over 
Reciprocity—Canada Has a Grievance 
Against Newfoundland—Belief Grow- 
ing That Caprivi Will Resign—Over- 
tures for Peace—General Foreign. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, April 8.—In the House of 
Commons last eveningHon. David Mills said 
it was time, if the House had any respect for 
itself, that some action be taken in regard to 
reciprocity. He would ask the House to de- 
clare thatthe time had come whena com- 
mercial treaty with the United States favor- 
able to Canada should be negotiated by men 
responsible to the Ministers of the Crown for 
their official acts and for whom the Ministers 
were responsible tothe House of Commons. 
Hon. George Foster, Minister of Finance, re- 
plied denouncing the resolution as being 
simply veiled disloyalty, and accusing every 
supporter thereof, and especially Hon. Wil- 
fred Laurier, leader of the opposition, with 
being annexationists. 

Wilfred Laurier, in reply, said George 
Foster forgot that Canada was growing, and 
that nations grew as men grew. Canada 
could not remaina colony forever. He did 
not suggest separation from the mother 
country at present. Years ago 
Canada copied the American tariff 
and framed her laws on the Amer- 
ican principles, and they must abide by it. 
Hie Was not an annexationist. The highest 
goal of his political aim was to see Canada an 
independent nation among wmations. 

DOMINION NOTES. 

Sir Arthur Sullivan is at Montreal suffering 
from calulus. His painis so intense that it 
is necessary to use morphineto ease it. His 
physicians have decided that an opera tion is 
expedient. He must keep to his bed for 
another month. He will then return to 
England, where he will undergo an opera- 
tion. There is immediate fear of a serious 
result. His work has been entirely stopped. 
Even the reading of lettersis not allowed. 
The new opera on which he was working and 
which was three-quarters completed has been 
abandoned. 

The Harbor Commission Office at Montreal 
last night reported that the water continued 
to subside, and all danger ofa flood ap- 
peared to be over. It rained heavily last 
night, andif the wet weather continues the 
ice will be carried away quickly. 


NEWFOUNDLAND FISHERIES, 


CANADA OBJECTS TO ALLEGED DISCRIMINATION 
IN PRIVILEGES. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, April 8.—The supple- 
mentary papers regarding the negotiations 
respecting the fisheries onthe Atlaptic coast, 
now in progress between Newfoundland and 
the United States, transmitted tothe House 
of Commons last night, confirm the rumor 
that there were negotiations under progress 
between the ancient colony and the American 
Government of which the Canadian pub- 
lic knew nothing. The report, shows 
that American fishermen were permit 
ted by Newfoundland to fish within the 
three-mile limit, from which they are 
excluded under the convention of 1818. Lord 
Stanley’s attention is called to the fact that 
Newfoundland imposes heavy license fees 
upon Canadian fishing vessels for the privi- 
lege of purchasing bait supplies. Against 
this treatment which placed her ona footing 
with foreign nations, Canada remonstrated 
without success. Appended to the report is 
a protest from the Canadian authorities ad- 
dressed to Lord Knutsford, which says: 

‘*They call attention to the fact which ap- 
peared at the recent conference with Blaine 
at Washington, that tariff discrimination 
against Great Britain was the point at which 
negotiations for more extended trade ar- 
rangements between the United States and 
Canada broke off. This being in accordance 
with instructions of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment,they cannot suppose Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment will approve aconvention by which 
the United States and Newfoundland will dis- 
criminate against Canada, as the draft of the 
Newfoundland Convention enables either or 
both todo. Canadacan only obtain similar 
terms to those of Newfouncland by agreeing 
to discrimination, while having the same ad- 
vantages to offer.’ 

Newfoundland seal fishing has been very 
successful this season. Of the twenty 
steamers which left the ice flelds last month, 
eleven have returned with 209,000 seals which 
at $2 per head, gives a total value of $418,000. 
The steamers, as fastas they arrive, are 
rapidly unloaded, and started of on a second 
trip. The rest ofthe fleet are expected daily. 
There is a bill before the House designed for 
the better protection of seal fisheries. One 
ofits provisions is to prevent sealers start- 
ing before March 12 and killing before the 
15th, as till the latter date seals are not 
mature. Second trips are also to be pro- 
hibited. 


BERLIN BUDGET. 


BELIEF GROWING THAT CAPRIVI WILL RESIGN 
THE CHANCELLORSHIP. 

BERLIN, April 8.—The beliefis growing in 
parliamentary circles here that Gen. Von 
Caprivi will shortly resign the Chancellor- 
ship. It is an open secret that Gen. Von 
Caprivi and Von Blucher, the Secretary of 
State for the Interior, disagree. The seces- 
sion of Herr Heldorf from the Conservative 
party will not improve the position of the 
Government, 

The bill which Chancellor Von Caprivi will 
introduce in the autumn to increase the army 
on the basisof growth of population has al- 
ready reached an advanced stage of prepara- 
tion. 

The North German Gazette emphatically 
denies that Germany has initiated negotia- 
tions fora commercial treaty with Kussia, 
and says that St. Petersbug authorities could 
easily satisfy themselves that a German 
conventional tariff could be enforcedin each 
country for tariff concessions of equal value 
andthe removal of all restrictions on Ger- 
man imports. 

As an outcome of a stormy meeting of Con- 
servatives inthe Upper House of the Prussian 
Diet, Herr Heldorf has quitted the party and 
a definite splitinthe Conservative ranks is 
now a matter of onlya few days. Another 
account, however, says that the Conserva.- 
tive committee virtually excladed Herr Hel- 
dorf on eccount of his opposition tothe 
school bill. 

The municipal authorities ‘have unani- 
mously resolved to petition Chancellor Von 
Caprivi to alter the military instructions 
which permit the reckless shooting of civil- 
ilans by sentinels.

Meeting of Massachusetts Democrats in 
Boston To-Day. 


STIRRING ADDRESS DELIVERED BY 
CHAIRMAN EDWARD AVERY. 


Sadly Mixed Conditionin the Politics of 
North Carolina—McEnery and Leonard 
Combinein Louisiana to Secure Har- 
rison Delsgates—Further as toBlaine’s 
Candidacy—Political News. 


Boston, Mass., April 8.—The Democratic 
State Convention for the choice of four dele- 
gates to the National Convention at Chicago, 
met in Tremont Temple this forenoon. The 
Gelegates were very slow in getting together, 
but by no means so slow as were the officers 
in making their appearance, and it was not 
until 11:45 thatthe convention got down to 
business. While awaiting the arrival of the 
leaders, the rank and file exhibited com- 
mendable patience. Gen. Collins was warmly 
applauded upon entering the hall. 

Three different, tickets were distributed 
through the hall. One bore the namesof 
Patrick A. Collins of Boston. John W. Cor- 
coran of Clinton, Albert C. Houghton of 
North Adams and John E. Russell of Leices- 
ter. Another had the namesof Patrick A. 
Collins, John W. Cummings of Fall River, 
Alpheus B. Alger of Cambridge and Walter 
Cutting of Pittsburg, and on the third were 
the names of John W. Corcoran of Clinton, 
Messrs. Houghton, Cummings and Russell. 

The Convention was called to order by Sec- 
retary Buckley of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee. On motion of Mr. Charles S. Hamlin, 
the Chairman and Secretary of the State Com- 
mittee were made temporary officers of the 
Convention. Hon. Jonn W. Cummings of 
Fall River was invited toa seaton the plat- 
form upon motion ofa delegate. The stand- 
ing committees were then appointed. Inap- 
pointing the Committee on Resolutions, the 
Convention, on motion of Hon. John E. Rus- 
sell, voted that @jl resolutions offered should 
be referred to this committee without de- 
bate. 

The Committee on Credentials reported 
that 323 towns and twenty-eight cities were 
represented py 1,981 delegates, Hon. Edward 
Avery of Braintree was unanimously chosen 
as permanent chairman, and he was escorted 
to the platferm by Messrs. John F. O’Brien 
of Cambridge and Frank J. Pratt of Green- 
fleld. Mr. Buckley was made permanent 
secretary. Mr. Avery proceeded at once to 
the delivery of his address, 

CHAIRMAN AVERY’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Avery upon taking thechair addressed 
the convention at considerable length. He 
reviewed the history of the party in the 
State for many years and told howit had 
fought undismayed by defeat, unawed by 
force, unseduced by promises of place, of 
power, of honor, undisturbed by sneers and 
scoffs, outvoted, but never disheartened or 
corrupted until to-day Massachusetts is 
placed among the doubtful States and in his 
opinion could soon be moved into the column 
a! aa pede aig Fe ite od ~ t the.® . 

jaking up the sliver. oO peake 
sald: ‘‘No Massachuddtte pmibcrat in Ros- 
ton or Washington eo Aepeeye> * or in Congress 
hesitates to express shimself on the silver 
question. Weare thankful that the danger 
cf the passage of a-free silver coinage act 
seems for the present to Le averted.

Polish Anarchists Execute a Mur 
der Commission. 


The Four Assassins Chased to Their 
Death. 7 


DOCUMENTS OF A STARTLING NATURE 
FOUND BY THE POLICE, 


Showing the Existence of a Band of Mur- 
derers With Ramifications Throughout 
Europe—Vienna the Scene of Another 
Incendiary Fire—Crowds Interfere 
With the Firemen, Cut the Hose and 
Tamper With the Water Supply. 


BERLIN, April 8.—A dispatch from Inow- 
razlaw, animportant town in Prussian Po- 
land, tells of a tragic event in that provinces 
which’ indicates that the Anarchists are 
thoroughly organized in attacks upon tie 
established order of things. One of the lead- 
ing residents in the vicinity of Inowrazlaw is 
Deacon Von Poninski, who lives at Koscieles 
and is an influential supporter of the Govern- 
ment andan enemy of Radicalism. During 
the night four men, dressed in respectable 
attire and their features concealed by masks, 
entered the residence of Poninsk!i. The dea- 
con was in bed. The men were evidently 
not brigands, as they paid no attention tp 
the valuables in the house, but made straight 
to Poninski’s room. Poninski was aroused 
by the noise of their entrance and sat up, 
terror-stricken. His’wife alsowas aroused 
and was about to cry for help when one of the 
men told her sternly to be silent if 
she wished to save her life, 
was light enough in the room 
for Poninski and his wifeto notice the gen- 
eral appearance of the intruders and for the 
latter to see their intended victims. Before 
the Deacon could speak, the three men lev- 
elled their weapons at him and fired, inflict- 
ing dangerous wounds. His wife was not 
hurt. Poninski sank back in the bed, the 
blood starting from his wounds. The 
assassins, apparently satisfied that th 
had killed their victim, turned and hurrie 
away. Frau Poninski, although not herself 
injured, became unconscious, and fainted on 
the body of her husband. 

ASSASSINS SHOT DOWN. 

The shots, meantime, aroused the neigh- 
bors and servants, who hastened to the 
scene. Assoon as Frau Poninski was re- 
stored she told the story of the assassination. 
The Deacon, who haé fainted from the sh 
and loss of blood, was brought back to con- 
sciousness and confirmed his wife’s re. 
port of the outrage. The authorities and 
people determined to hunt downthe woulda- 
beynurderers, and an expedition was im- 
mediately organized, in which all the able- 
bodied men of Koscielec joined, assa$s- 
sins were tracked toa forest and their trail 
was followed feratlong dGistance. As the 
pursuers came closer to the pursued, the for- 

mer threw out skirmishers right and left, so 
asto.prevent the escape of the outlaws. Then 
they closed inonthemand a demand was 
made for their surrender. The outlaws ut- 
tered cries of defiance, ‘and the pursuers pre- 
pared foracharge. As the attacking party 
rushed forward the outlaws fired, but with- 
out effect, while a fusilade from the assall- 
ants laid two of the assassins dead. The re- 
maining two did not wait for capture. Turn- 
ing the weapons on themselves, they shot 
themselves fatally, and died almost in- 
staatly. 

A STARTLING DISCOVERY. 

When the bodies of the dead were examined 
a startling discovery was made. Lettefs of 
instructions were found signed with the 
words, ‘'Executive: Committee of the Polish 
Anarchists,’’ andthe signature was accom- 
panied by a seal inscribed with the same 
words. These letters contained instructions 
to murder Deacon Von -Poninsk!i, and also in- 
structions to commit other outrages, regara- 
ing which Be authorities have not yet given 
any information, as they probably wish to 
use the revelations for the deteetion and 
capture of other Anarchists. It appears 
from the letters that the Anarchists in Poland 
aze thoroughly organized and heve a central 
committee, whose instructions are implicitly 
obeyed. The letters also, itis stated, refer 
indirectly to similar organizations in Austria 
and other European countries. The case bas 
aroused the greatest interest among the Ber- 
lin authorities and special detectives have 
already been dispatched to Inowrazilaw to get 
all the facts thatare possible and to ascer- 
tain whether there is any common under- 
standing between the Anarchists of Prussian 
Poland and those in other parts of Germany, 


ANOTHER INCENDIARY FIRE, | 

VIENNA, April 8.—Great excitement was 
caused this morning by another incendiary 
fire. A mansion on the Ringstrasse was re- 
ported tobein flames, and when the police 
and firemen hastened to the place they found 
evidence that the fire was the work of 
Anarchists. The flames had already got con- 
siderable headway, but the firemen succeeded 
by extraordingry exertion in preventing the 
spread of what had threatened to be a serious 
conflagration. In their work they met, as on 
former occasions, with vexatious interfer- 
ence by the crowd that gathered to the scene, 
and which undoubtedly included a number of 
Anarchists. The latter tried to create a row, 
and pushed people in the way of the fire- 
men, trampled on the hose and cut it ip 
several places. There is reason to be 
also that an effort was made to interfere 
the water supply. Had the fire spread it wo 
have desolated one of the most 
sections of Vienna. The Ringstrasse is one 
one of the most splendid streets in the world,

WHICH SPRANG FROM A PRE-NATAL IM- 


PRESSION ON HIS MOTHER, 


The Belief Increases That He Is the Long 
Sought Jack the Ripper, the White- 
chapel Monster—No Denial That He 
Committed All the Crimes Imputed to 
Him—The Fiend Shows Signs of 
Breaking Down. 


Lonpon, April 8,—Advices from Melbourne 
to-day throw a new light on the strange 
crimes committed by Deeming. His defense 
isto be of an extraordinary character. It 
will in substance be that owing to a pre-natal 
impression on his mother, who happened to be 
frightened by the butchery of an animal, he 
was born with an irresistible mania for 
homicide,. which he gratified at every 
opportunity, and with unnatural cun- 
Ding, No attempt will. be made 
te deny that he has been guilty of any of the 
erimes attributed to him, the defense resting 
solely on insanity, and the greater the mur- 
@ersiaidto his charge the better satisfied 
the defense will be. There is and will be 
no denial that he is Jack the Ripper, and 
that he committed several, if notall the 
erimes laid to the charge of that mysterious 
assassin. The Government willbe asked to 
pay the expenses of Deeming’s witnesses 
from Engiand, as his relations are very poor. 
Deeming appears to be breaking down. 


LOSING HIS NERVE. 


DEEMING SHOWS SIGNS OF BREAKING DOWN— 
TRIAL SCENES. 


MELBOURNE, April 8.—It is believed that the 
trial of Deeming will prove one of the most 
interesting that has ever taken place any- 
where inthe world. As stated In these dis- 
patches the defense will be insanity, and 
many experts will be called to testify as to 
the species of madness with which his coun- 
sel claims that he is afflicted. No denial has 
as yet been made by the defense that Deem- 
ing did not commit allthe murcers at- 
tributedtohim. In fact his counsel by his 
tacit admissions at the Coroner’s inquest 
shows that he believes that his clientisat 
least guilty of the killing with which hels 
charged, but claims that owing to congenital 
influences he is not responsible for his homt- 
cidal mania. Of course there are scoffers at 
his line of defense. They claim that inall 
the murders attributed to Deeming, except 
perhaps the Whitechapel slanghters, there 
has been altogether too much method in his 
madness. 

It is thought that Deeming’s counsel would 
be only too glad to bave him positively iden- 
tified as the Whitechapel monster. It would 
then be a much easier matter to prove that 
he was mentally irresponsible for all those 
murders, committed apparently without the 
slightest reason, showing the brutal ferocity 
ofa maniac. No allenist has madea study 
of the case, but it is thought by many that 
when this is done it will be found that pre- 
natal influences have had much, if not every- 
thing to do with the crimes. 

This inference is drawn from the remark of 
who, during the hear- 
ing, said to the Coroner: 

**This abnormal offspring of a mother’s 
womb has a defense which will open a ques- 
tion the whole English-speaking race must 
face, and which has already been dealt with 
by some European countries. In the mean- 
time my first duty is to secure him a fair 
trial.’’ 

MAY BREAK DOWN. 

But of all the conjectures in hiscase, Deem- 
ing knows nothing. He slept well last night, 
but the intense nervous and mental strain to 
which he is subjected is telling upon him. He 
can at times assume an air of carelessness 
and jocularity, but his face is losing its ruddy 
color, and this morning he was decidediy 
pale. In fact, despite his bravado at the in- 
quest and alterward, the man appears to be 
breaking down, He: frequently asks for 
stimulants, 

The closing scene in the Coroner’s investli- 
gation which ended yesterday, was a most 
unusual one, Ih summing upthe Coroner said 
that the evidence against the prisoner was 
entirely conclusive and clearly pointed to his 
guilt of the terrible charges which were made 
against him. Notalinkinthechain of evi- 
dence was missing, and the clearest proof 
that the murder was premeditated wastheap.- 
palling, unfamiliar anc peculiar mode adopt- 
ed by the prisoner !n burying the body of his 
unfortunate victims. 

The jury was out half an hour, and during 
their absence Deeming laughed and chatted 
gayly with the lawyers, officers and others 
about hini. He seemed to bein a very cheer- 
ful frame of mind. and did not in the least 
appear to realize the serious position in 
which he was place’. Aftera while, appar- 
ently becoming somewhat weary over the 
delay of the jury, he turned to Mr. Lyle and 
asked, ‘‘What are we waiting for’’’ and 
called ont toone of the witnesses, ‘‘What, 
i naughty girl.’’ He appeared to grow 

re restiess as the jury continued over their 
deliberations, and spoke toone of the court 
officials in regard to the length of time it took 
them to arrive at a conclusion, and in a jocu- 
lar manner said, ‘‘Shalll goand assist the 
jury with their verdict?’’ 
HE NEVER FALTERED. 

Deeming seemed to be considerably relieved 
when the jurymen at length appeared, and 
he settied himself in a comfortable position 
to watch and listen. The grave loox onthe 
faces of the mendid not seem toaffect the 

risoner, and even when the foreman of the 

ury, in response tothe questions of a court 
attache, announced that Deeming had been 
found guilty of willful murder,the accused 
man ;:neéver faltered. On the contrary, he 
Still maintained his usual demeanor, 
and, if anything, the air of bravado 
which*he has assumed througnout the 
gene was more pronounced than ever. 
is was made evident by a remark which 
he uttered as soon as the veridict had been 
made known. Turning to one of the persons 
standing near him the prisoner in audible 
tones fililppantly commented on the verdict, 
saying: ‘‘I could have done in two minutes 
what has taken them so long to decide.’’ 

The Coroner intimated that Deeming would 
be placed on trialfor the murder of his wife 
on April 22,and added: ‘‘I shall now issuea 
warrant.’’ 

The prisonerin an insolent tone replied: 
**You can putitin your pipe and smoke it.’’

The Reunion of Confederate Veterans at 
New Orleans.: 


FULLY 60,000 EX-SOLDIERS WITHIN THE 
| CITY GATES. 


Notable Leaders of the South’s Cause Weet 
in Council To-Day—Senator Daniels of 
Virginia Delivers the Oration—Objects 
of the Gathering—Grand Army Men of 
Illinois. 


NEw ORLEANS, La.,. April 8.—The Crescent 
City opens wide her gates to-day to welcome 
the men who thirty-two years ago wore the 
gray in the service of the Southern OConfeder- 
acy. Thereare fully 60,000strangers in the 
city, coming from every State in the South, 
and ranging in grade from the highest off- 
cers to the private who marched in the ranks 
behind the stars and bars. 

Gen. John B. Gordon of Georgia, Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and Senator Daniels of 
Richmond, Va., the orator of the reunion, 
came in yesterday evening. Among other 
prominent arrivals are Gen. James Long- 
street, Gen. Randall L. Gibson of Louisiana, 
Gen. P. M. Be Young of Georgia, Gen. 
T. M. Waulof Galveston; Maj,-Gen. John OC. 
Underwood, commanding Division of the 
Northwest, Chicago; Lieut.-Gen. E, Kirby 
Smith, commanding Department of Missis- 
sippi; Maj.-Gen. Dickison, commanding 
Florida Division; Maj.-Gen. Ben T. Duval, 
commanding Division of Arkansas; Lieut.- 
Gen. W. L. Cabell, commanding Transmis- 
sissippi Department; Maj.-Gen. W. H. Jack- 
son of Tennessee. The reunion opened at 
the French Opera-house at 10 o’clock this 
morning, and Senator Daniels began his 
oration at 1p. m. 

Among the objects of the reunion are to de-

thus rescuing their names from oblivion an 
handing them down in history; the consid- 
eration of the different movements, plans and 
means to erect a monument to the memory of 
Jefferson Davis, President of the Confederate 
States of America; also to aid in building 
monuments to other great leaders, soldiers 
and sailors of the South,

FOR SELF-PROTECTION. 


Colored Men Denounce Alleged Southern 
Outrages. 


BALTIMORE, Md., April 8.—The colored 
movement denouncing outrages in the South 
has reached Baltimore. Some fifty colored 
ministers of all denominations responded to 
acallsent out for them to meet at Bethel 
Church. The object ofthe meeting was ex- 
plained by reading a printed communication 
from st. Louis, stating that amovement had 


been made in that city, to cet all the colored 
ministers in this country to unite and on May 
81 meetings are to be held in every 
city, protestin against the Ilynchin«, 
shooting an burning of colored 
people inthe South. After some short dis- 
cussion a committee was appointed to act on 
the communication. The committee sub- 
mitted a report indorsing the resolution with 
the exception that Sunday, May 20, be the 
date of meeting in place of May sl. Speeches 
were then made, Rev. Wm, Alexander said: 
‘*There is something coming, and before it 
does come we want the people of this country 
to understand our position thoroughly in this 
matter as Christians, and when the conflict 
does come, which 1 am satisfied will, we shall 
be in the right.’’ 

Rev. OC. W. Mossell said: “If this thing 
cannot be settled amicably it will then have 
to be settled with the sword until one or the 
other is exterminated, and the man whois 
not willing to cast his lot with the other as un 
offering on the altar is not worthy of being 
called an American Citizen.’’ 

An aged brother who followed said: ‘‘Wah 
am de man dat can occupy the shoes of dat 
great man, Ulysses Grant? He wuz the 
greatest man dat de world eber saw, no 
potentate.’’ 

Here Rev. Mossellremarked: ‘‘Archbishop 
Ireland isa greater man.’’ 

‘‘No sah; he wuz not, . This is a preachers’ 
meeting and we are not here to discuss men 
of arms and force,’’ 

‘*It is force that we will need in this mat- 
ter,’’ came from several in thehall, The 
debate then became hot, several men being 
on their feet and each delivering his views, 
while the sisters clapped their hands. Those 
not engaged in the discussion kept yellin 
‘torder,’’ while the chairman beat his desk 
trying to quiet matters, and at last ordered 
Brother Mossell to take his seat, 

‘*Thisis no political meeting, andI don’t 
like the way you order me to sit down,’’ said 
Mr. Mossell. 

‘‘It don’t make any difference what kind of 
a meeting this is, You Dave got to Keep or- 
der. Iam chairman,. and I don’t propose 
that you shall take me out of it.’’ 

Rev. Mr. Cargill made the point of order 
that he could not see what Gen. Grant’s being 
a greater man that Archbishop Ireland had 
todo with acolored man being burnedtoa 
stake away down South. The same idea took 
possession of the others present and all 
quited down except Brother Mossell, whose 
feelitgs had been hurt, The subject will be 
further discussed in the reguiar preachers’ 
meeting Monday next.

REMOVED BY HIGHBINDERS. 


Lung Hing a Victim of a Chinese Murder 
Society. 


NEW York, April 8.—Removed by the High- 
binders. This is the explanation given of the 
mysterious endof Lung Hing, whose death 
occurred yesterday at No.9 Doyers street, 
under most peculiar circumstances. The 
Highbinders in this city want no _ secret 
organizations among Chinamen but their 
own, and for that reason Lung Hing has 


been removed. Lung Hing was oneof the 
wealthiest Chinamen inthis city. He was 
considered the greatest plunger at fan tan 
in Chinatown and ran a game of his own 
at No. 9 Doyers street. ecently a new 
secret society has been started among 
the Chinese in this city called the *‘Kee Dee.’ 
it is opposed in principles to the Highbinders’ 
Society. It is said to be most repulsive to the 
majority of the Chinese. Lung Hing was 
himself driven out ol San Francisco by the 
Highbinders four years ago because he gave 
information tothe authorities there about a 
crime which the Highbinders had ordered to 
be committed. Hisown life was threatened 
if he dia not at once leave the city. 

He had been inthis country fourteen years 
and spoke English well. Since his exile from 
San Francisco Lung Hing has been prohibited 
from engaging in any legitimate business, be- 
eause all other Chinamen were ordered not to 
deal with him, He was practically boy- 


cotted. ; 
He also Regt an opium jointatthe place 
where he died, which was largely patronized 


by the opponents to the Highbinders’ 8o0- 
ciety. 


Yesterday morning Lung Hing went to No, 
17 Mott street to engage in a game of fan tan, 
as he had frequently done before. He went 
there at 10 o’cloek and played until 1:30, win- 
ning large sums, itis said. At 2 o’clock he 
was taken home by two Chinameninan un- 
conscious condition, and died within half an 
hour after he arrived at his home, 

The police of the Elizabeth Street Station 
learned that the man had received a Diow on 
the head from behind with a sand-bag or 
some biunt and heavy instrument, 

He had no money when he arrived at his 
home, and the twomen who had dragged 
him between them from Mott to Doyers street 
set him in the doorway of No, 9 Doyers street 
and hurried away. The police reported the 
case atthe Coroner’s office and ordered an 
autopsy to be made, ‘ 

“ew Coroner Donlin will make an autopsy 
to-day. 

It is claimed without any hesitancy by his 
friends that he isa victim of the Highbind- 
ers.

Prof. Jenks thought the best plan would be 
to encourage the negro to emigrate to the 
most fertile part of Africa.

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A BLOW AT BOSSISM. 

A local morning contemporary quotes a 
‘*prominent Democrat’’ as bewailing the 
effect of the new primary election law up- 
on the party committee. ‘*There was a 
time,’’ he said, ‘‘when to bea member of 
the committee was to be of some import- 
ance in city politics, but since the com- 
mittee has been worked into abrogating its 
authority in favor of the Recorder of 
Voters, a committeeman will be of no in- 
fluence and no consequence in his ward.’’ 

Honest voters of both parties will differ 
from ‘*Prominent Democrat’’ in their feel- 
ings over the effectof this law. So far 
from bewailing it they will rejoice in the 
fact that some measure of relief from the 
curse of committee bossism is offered by it. 
For years the parties in the city have been 
committee-ridden. The committee, which 
is generally controlled by a boss or 
set of bosses, has exercised abso- 
lute power and has manipulated the 
primary elections to defeat the will of the 
voters and execute the will of its master 
or masters. The committeeman has been 
the party dictator of his ward and in him 
has been vested the power to name judges 
and clerks of election, to choose polling 
places and hours of polling, to put up or 
put down candidates as interest or per- 
sonal affiliations urged. In so far as the 
Ryan law destroys the bossism of com- 
mittees and committeemen it is an un- 
alloyed blessing. 

But voters will delude themselves if 
they look to the law alone to rescue their 
party from the thralldom of the-commit- 
tee. They mustact under it in order to 
reap the full benefits. The committeemen 
and party bosses, although debarred from 
trickery inthe arrangements for prima- 
ries, will have their henchmen and voters 
at the polls. Respectable voters must go 
to the polls in order to defeat their plans. 
There is more inducement todo this now 
because of the assurance that their votes 
will count. 


ALTHOUGH the lottery question no longer 
figures in Louisiana politics the effect of 
the bitter fight over it still enters into the 
situation. The two Democratic factions 
have been unable to arrive at a satisfactory 
settlement of their differences, and hence 
there will be two Democratic, two Repub- 
lican and one People’s party ticket in the 
field. With five tickets to choose from 
the people of Louisiana should be able to 
secure good government, but the chances 
are that the result will be governed by 
deals and trades at the polls.

WITH free coinage defeated and CLEVE- 
LAND in the lead the Democrats failed to 
get even a plurality in Rhode Island. Does 
not this callfor a modification of Demo- 
cratic views with regard to the importance 
of meeting the demands of the East with 
respect to the party leader and platform?

James Willett of Benton Identified 
as Charley Ross. 


The Boy’s Father, However, Is Still 
Doubtful. 


MR. SPARKS OF BLODGETT TELLS HOW 
THE DISCOVERY WAS MADE. 


The Boy Was Brought to Benton Just 
After Charley Ross Disappeared bya 
Man Who Then Fled and Escaped 
When Afterwards Arrested—The Child 
Said He Had Been Kidnapped—Keason- 
able Expectation of a Genuine Solution 
of the Mystery at Last. 


BLODGETT, Mo., April 8.—Further investt- 
gation into the story of the young farm hand 
employed by Mr. William Sparks of Benton, 
tends to confirm the belief that he is Charley 
Ross, 

The Benton where Mr. Sparks lives with 
the young man who has now become an ob- 
ject of national curiosity, is not the St. Lonis 
suburb of that name, but a little tewn 
in Scott County a few miles from 
here, Mr. Sparks is a_ weil-to-do 
citizen of that place, and his word is abso- 
lutely reliedon by hig neighbors, He and 
the young man, who is known there as 
James Willett,- have been too well content 
with each other to pushtoa termination an 
investigation which both have always feared 
would result in their separation, and 60, for 
years, they have gone aiong in their quiet 
life, believing that they knew the solution of 
one of the greatest criminal mysteries. that 
has ever baffled the detectives of this 
country, yet making no active effort to 
bring their information to the notice of those 
able to decide at once whether they were 
right or not. Mr. Sparks has educated the 
boy with some care, however, believing that 
some day his life would take him outofa 
country village into the world, and the young 
man has eagerly absorbed all the learning he 
could get ffom the schools to which he has 
had accesse Generally, mathematics is the 
stumbling block of boys. 

LIKE CHRISTIAN ROSS. 

This young man, on the contrary, from the 
first day he sawa blackboard gave evidence 
ofan astonishing fondness for calculation 
and a facility especially in mental mathe- 
matics that made his teachers wonder. It 
will be remembered.that Christian K, Ross, 
the father of Charley, isa noted mathema- 
ticlan. His favorite game is chess. Mr. 
Sparks believes thatthe young man on his 
farm inherits the mathematical talent. 

These facts came to the PosT-DISPATCH cor- 
respondent from people who live in the home 
of Mr. Sparks and the young man thought to 
be Charley Ross. R. A. 8parks, .the brother 
of Wm. Sparks, liveshere. Ever since the 
boy appeared at Benton the citizens of Biod- 
gett have felt a direct interest in the matter, 
but no determined attempt to get the Ross 
family in Philadelphia to examine the evi- 
dence that the little walf was Charley had 
been made till a few weeks ago. To-day 
a@ correspondent of the Post- DISPATCH got 
from Mr. Sparks and two of his intimate 
friends, V. O. Scoffield and &. B. Allison, the 
history of the boy, which they sent to Phila- 
delphia for the purpose of interesting the 

toss relatives there in the case. These three 
gentlemen are convinced that young Willett 
is Charley Ross, butthey have moved very 
carefully in collecting these facts, reluctant 
to make mistakes.| 
MR. SPARKS’ STORY. 

‘*In October, 1874,’’ Mr. Sparks sald, and 
the othertwo gentlemen verified the date, 
‘‘an unknown man who seemed to have very 
Ifttle money, brought to Benton a boy who 
seemed between 38and5 yearsold. He gave 
the boy to William’s family to take care of, 
promising to get work about. there 
and pay the child’s board. To explain his 
appearance he said that his wife had 
died suddenly in the town where he 
had lived, and he got to hate it, 
sohe made up his mind to gooutintothe 
country and bring the boy upthere. Beyond 
this statement, which he made to the women 
of the family, he was taciturn, and he would 
not even tellthe name of the town where he 
had lived. He was morose and unpopular 
among the men with whom he worked and 
made no friends, but he drank whenever he 
gotachance. The boy was ragged and dirty 
when he came into the family, but he was so 
bright that everybody fell in love with him, 
and when the man who brought him suddenly 
disappeared, none of the family regretted 
it. 

DIDN’T WANT TO LOSE HIM, 

‘‘Then, for the first time, people began to 
say that the boy might be Charley Ross. The 
papers were fullof the case of the missing 
boy at that time, and bogus Charleys were 
turning up every day. Some of us got enough 
evidence, however, to make us _ pretty 
sure that.itmight be Charley Ross, He had 
been brought to Benton just about the time, 
it seemed, that the burglars, 
who had stolen him, lostall track of him. 
He looked very much like the 
picture Harper’s Weekly published about that 
time of the lost Germantown boy, about the 
only difference being that the boy had his 
light hair cut short when he got to Benton, 
while the Harper’s picture shows him with 
his hair long, The nose and mouth are the 
same, and the general resemblance is enough 
to attract attention.’’ 

Mr. Sparks has a photograph of the boy, 
taken when he was first introduced to the 
family at Benton, and he has also the Har- 
per’s photograph. The two are as much alike 
as he says. 

‘*'There was anotherthing that convinced 
usthat the stranger had stolen. the boy, 
whether he was Charley Ross or not,’’ 
contiaued Mr. Sparks. ‘*The man 
said the boy’s name was Jimmy Willett. 
When the little fellow was called Jimmy he 
paid no attention whatever. Some of the 
folks tried Charley on him, but we were never 
sure that he knew that was his name. We 
tried to see what he remembered of himself. 
He said that some men had stolen him from 
his papa, who lived ina beautiful houseina 
big city, and he had traveled miles and miles 
on steamboats and had slept many nights in 
skiffs. : 

It was proposed to send him to Germantown 
to be identified, but just then Mr. Ross, the 
father of Charley Ross, was quoted inthe 
newspapers as saying that he was utterly dis- 
gusted with the many people, who, on insuf- 
ficient evidence, were leading him all about 
the country, and,as my. brother’s family 
were not anxious, anyway, to lose Charley or 
Jimmy, nothing was done to put the story in 
the possession of the Germantown people.

DEATH OF WILLIAM H, M’HENRY. 


A Former Well-Known St. Louis Jour- 
nalist Passes Away. 


William H. McHenry, formerly a resident of 
St. Louis, and at one time prominently 
identified with St. Louis journalism, died this 
morning at his home in Hartford, Ky., at the 
age of 62 years. He bad forthe past two 
years been makinganup-hill fight against 
heart troubles, complicated by catarrh. His 


death its ascribed to fatty degeneration of the 
heartand the accompanying complications. 

Wm. H, McHenry came to St. Louls when 
he was 18 years of age And went to work Im- 
mediately on the Missourt Republican in the 
capacity of commercial reporter. He was 
variously identified with St. Louis news- 
papers until 1865, when with Peter L. Foy of 
this city he purchased the DISPATCH and con- 
ducted it successfully fora number of years. 
He devoted his entire time to the inter- 
ests of the paper le Mr. Foy was 
in Europe. Upon Mr. Foy’s return in 
1865 a controversy arose between the 
two proprietors, which for ae time 
assumed & Very serious aspect. The issue 
was upon the decision of ownership and was 
finally referred to arbitrators, by whose de- 
cisions both parties agreed to stand. The 
case was settied by the sale of the paper to 
Lb. Robert Barclay for $115,000, Mr. McHenry 
being awarded $85,000 of the amount and Mr. 
Foy $30,000. After disposing of his interest in 
the Dispatch Mr. McHenry returned to his 
home in Kentucky and devoted allhis time 
and attention to the preservation of his 
health which was notthenof the best.

William H. was oneof seven brothers and 
two sisters; of the brothers, Martin and Bar- 
nabas died at an early age. The eldest 
brother, Henry D., died last year at the age 
of 6. He was prominently identified with 
Kentucky politfes, and at the time of his 
death wasa member of the Constitutional 
Convention, He had served several terms in 
Congress. Thesurviving brothers are John, 
alawyerat Owensboro, Ky., Lemuel of 
Louisville, and Estill of thiscity. The surviy- 
ing sistersare Mrs, John COraig of Owens- 
boro, Ky., and Mrs, Dr, Hale of the same 
city. ‘lhe remains will be buried at Owens- 
boro, Ky., Mr. Estill McHenry leaving for 
Kentucky this evening to attend the funeral,

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FAILED TO AGREE. 


Inharmonious Ending of the Republican 
Conference This Afternoon. 


DEMAND OF THE SILKS AND THE REFUS- 
AL OF THE HOODLUMS. 


The State Sub-Committee Will Again Take 
Upthe St. Louis Factional Fight—A 
Harmony Conference That Turned Out 
to Be Stormy—The Race for Wenne 
ker’s Office—Political Matters. 


The conference of the Silk Stocking and 
Hoodlum Committee representatives this 


| afternoon terminated in a disagreement. 


The meeting was arranged for the purpose of 
giving the chairmen and secretaries of the 
rival central organizations an op- 
portunity to issue a joint call for 
the primary election to select delegates to 
the State Convention. Chairman John Me- 
Fall and Secretary ©. G, Schoenhardt repre- 
sented the Hoodlum .or Filleyite Committee 
and A.J. Davis and Andrew McGrew ap- 
peared for the Silks. Before any discussion 
was had on the subject of the primary McFall 
took Chairman Davis by the arm and 
invited him to take a drink. The two secre- 
taries were in on the irrigation act. They 
clinked glasses, talked harmony, anda few 
minutes later they were all indulging ina 
decidedly inharmonious discussion. The con- 
ference was held in the Mullanphy Board 
office, the Silks having ordered this conces- 
sion to Chairman McFall, who is the presi- 
dent of that body. 
NO HARMONY IN SIGHT. 

The conference opened at 1 o’clock and 
lasted one hour, Chairman Davis for the 
silks gotthe floor first and presented a call 
prepared under the auspices of that organi- 
zation, Thecallnot only provided for the 
election of delegates to the State Convention, 
but also for the delegates to the Congressional 
District Conventions for the nomipations of 
district delegates tothe National Convention. 
Davis also notified the hoodlum committee 
representatives that his committee was the 
regular organization; that it had 
been 60 recognized .in the School 
Board election and that it 
would be so considered by the Recorder of 
Voters in the coming primary. 

‘*‘What do you mean?’’ asked Chairman 
McFall with some evidence of feeling. 

**Don'’t you know that our committee has 
twenty-two regularly elected members, while 
your organization is only a citizens’ commit- 
tee, supported by only six members of the 
reai Central Committee?’’ 

An animated discussion followed and both 
McFall and Davis talked in shrill tones. 

**We have the call prepared and are on the 
regular committee,’’ said Davis, ‘‘and now 
the question is, will you sign it?’’ 

M’FALL OBJECTED. 

‘*Not by a jugful,’’ was McFall’s answer. 
**You can’t get us in any scheme to 
force the Congressional Committees 
into the same primary when they 
have nothing inthe world todowithit. We 
willnot under any circumstances agree to 
any such call. Our organization will simply 
let the State Committee call, as it decided to 
in the event of a disagreement. The regular 
Central Committee does not propose to be 
bulldozed. ’’ 

A long wrangle followed on the question of 
regularity, which was followed by an agree- 
ment by Davis tocut outthe portion of the 
callrelatingto the district delegates. The 
The call was still objectionable to the Hood- 
lum committee representatives, and they re- 
fused to sign. When this decision was 
9 Hr prea announced Chairman Davis 
and Secretary McGrew picked up their hats 
and left with little ceremony. 

COMMITTEES WILL ACT, 

After the conference Chairman McFall said 
that the sub-committee of the State organiza- 
tion would have tocali the primary. ‘‘We 
were disposed to be fair,’’ he said, ‘‘but the 
other side wouldn’t listen to reason,’’ 

Chairman Davis said he was not surprised 
in the position taken by McFall. ‘‘Of course,’’ 
he said, ‘‘they want Mr. Filley and the 
sub-State Committee to arrange things, but 
that will not by any manner of means suit 
the great majority of Republicans in this 
city.”’

AN OVERWHELMING DEFEAT. 


The Proposed Change in Election Rules 
Snowed Under. 

Not a little discussion bas been occasioned 
by the proposed amendment to the rules and 
regulations of the Merchants’ Exchange that 
were voted upon to-day. For 
years there have been many 
complaints concerning the rule 


that orders the closing of the polls on all im- 
pettant elections at lo’clock. As is well- 
nown, not half ofthe members of the Ex- 
change are regular attendants onthe floor, 
end consequentiy the early closing of the 
llot boxes. Inorder to remedy this the 
following amendment was proposed: 

At all elections and ballotings the President 
shall appoint three or more judges of election, under 
the diredtion and managerent of whom, or a major- 
ity of them, such elections and baliotings shail be 
held. At the annual election for officers of the Ex- 
change the polis shat! =e at 10 a. m. and close at 
3p.m. Atall other elections and baliotings the 
polis shall open at10 a.m. andclose at such hour, 
not later than’ p. m,.,asthe Board of Directors 
may order. 

To-day a great deal of opposition to the 
amendment develo on account of the 
power given tothe Board of Directors. In- 
stead of ordering the balilotin to be 
closed at 8 o’clock, it can closed 
at such an hour as the 
directors may deem wise. It is agreed that 
by manipulation ofthis rule the directors by 
keeping the ballots open until 8 p. m, can 
call out the outside vote at such time as they 
‘deem fit, and by closing the polls at an earlier 
hour can prevent this vote from being cast 
on such propositions as they do not 
favor. Many who would vote for a longer 
time for balloting were not inclined to support 
the proposed amendment, as it is not univer- 
sal in its application, 

The result was thatthe proposed amend- 
ment was overwhelmingly defeated. The 
vote cast in favor of the change was 65, while 
220 votes were cast against it,

6, 
The poor are shamefully neglected and the 
criminal classes, rapidly increasing. 7% The 
Godless Masses are a constant menace anda 
corrupting eleinent in our municipal govern- 
ment. 

Reports are daily coming in to Secretary 
Kellar from all parts of the country asking 
for tull details of the plan and the methods 
ofwork. Itis likely thatthe system will be
